To the Members of the House of Representatives 


We addressed a letter to you in our issue of July 6, urging your prompt 
action upon the Army Promotion Bill (5. 1404), now pending under a special rule. 

We realize there are many important measures pressing upon your con- 
sideration. 

But we dare to say none is more important from the point of view of 
National interest than that which has to do with the efficiency of the Regular 
Army. 

In the state of the World today, it is of primary importance that the means 
for our defense shall be efficient, effective and adequate. You have recognized this 
vital fact by increasing both the Army and the Navy, and by other valuable legis- 
lation. 

You can perfect the work you have done by passage of S. 1404, which will 
promote morale and better fit the Army to discharge its missions of peace and war. 

Reiterating what we have said, the bill not only has the unanimous support 
of the commissioned personnel of the Army, passed the Senate unanimously and 
was reported favorably by the unanimous vote of the House Military Committee, 
but it is assured of Presidential approval when sent to the White House. In 
substantiation of this statement, the President himself not only endorsed the 
bill before it was sent to Congress but has since written: 

“The higher morale and the increased efficiency which will result from 

the enactment of S. 1404 will be well worth the moderate cost incident 

to the bill.” 

Therefore, the bill is in accord with the legislative and financial program 
of the Chief Executive. 

Under the circumstances, we urge you to join your colleagues in taking up 
the rule and passing the bill at once.

President Reiterates 
Approval of Army Bill 


With the House failing to make the 
expected speed in handling legislation 
before it, the Army Promotion Bill failed 
to reach the floor by Thursday, July 25 
when the House adjourned over until 
Monday. 

Meanwhile, President Roosevelt again 
made known his endorsement of the bill, 
stating in a letter to Representative 
Hloeppel that “The higher morale and 
the increased efficiency which will result 
from the enactment of S. 1404 will be 
well worth the moderate cost incident 
to the bill. * * * The interests of na- 
tional defense will be greatly furthered 
by the passage of this bill.” 

Outlining the program of special rules 
to be taken up by the House, Repre- 
sentative O'Connor, chairman of the 
Ilouse rules committee, on Wednesday 
stated to the House that following the 
Whiskey bill (disposed of that day) 
would come the Tobaeco bill, then the 
Mississippi River Set-back bill, then the 
Army Promotion bill. 

In carrying out this program the 
Ifouse began consideration of the 
Tobacco bill on Wednesday. It had been 
planned to conelude it that day, take up 
the Mississippi River bill Thursday and 
follow it that afternoon with the Army 
bill. Instead, the Tobacco bill ran over 
until Thursday and took the entire ses- 
sion, so that as conditions now stand the 
Promotion bill will be preceded by the 
Mississippi River bill next week. It 
probably will take at least all of Mon- 
day and perhaps longer to handle Missis- 
sippi River bill so that it is not likely 
that the promotion bill can come up now 
before Tuesday. It is imperative that 
it come up early in the week, for the 
Tax bill is expected to be ready later in 
the week and that undoubtedly will be 
taken on the floor as soon as it is ready, 
which move will swamp other pending 
legislation. 

The only expected opposition will be 
from Representative Hoeppel of Call- 
fornia, who has prepared a speech of 
some length but admitted that he did 
not expect to defeat the legislation but 
hopes to secure some amendments. Rep- 
resentative Hill of Alabama who has 
heen sponsoring the bill in the House 
and who with Chairman McSwain will 
handle it on the floor has let it be 
known that he will fight any amend- 
ments and urge the House to approve 
the measure exactly as it passed the 
Senate and was reported out of the 
House Military Affairs committee, 

Representative Hoeppel continued this 
week to use the Appendix of the Con- 
gressional Record to oppose the measure, 
It will be recalled that a few weeks ago 
he wrote a letter to President Roosevelt 
urging him to refuse to approve the bill. 
The President's reply, under date of July 
19, follows: 

“Dear Mr. Hoeppel: 

“In reply to your letter of June 26, 
1935, I may state that S. 1404, an act 
“to promote the efliciency of national de- 
fense”, was the subject of careful study 
hy me before I requested the Secretary

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Newspaper Editors Scrutinize Aspects of the Italian-Ethiopian Conflj 


Daily newspaper editors have been viewing the war outlook between Italy and 
Ethiopia from all angles. 





The New York Journal of Commerce fears that Italy would have to spend a 
great deal of money to derive any great economic benefits from Bthiepia. “What 
is known of the economic geography of Ethiopia,” says the Journal, “indicates that 
enormous investments of capital and gigantic efforts over a considerable period of 
time would be necessary to develop the country to a stage where it will assume 
commercial importance. If the Italian Government should actually undertake this 
task, it must expect that, even aside from military outlays, there will be a heavy 
drain on her resources for a long time before any material return can be expected.” 


The Washington Daily News (Scripps-Howard) remarks that ever since the 
war talk started they have been looking for a barrage of atrocity talk and that it has 
now commenced. Charges that Ethopian tribesmen mutilate children and that the 
Italians plan to scatter chemicals to burn the feet of the barefooted natives are 
being hurled, the editor points out. 

“Italy’s aims, of course, says the News, “are economic and territorial, not edu- 
cational. So, if the war has got to come, let’s have it out along those lines. Let’s 
have done with propaganda talks of mutilated women and children. A single bomb, 
dropped from a plane, one of ‘civilization’s’ proudest creations, will mutilate more 
innocents in the fraction of a second than a whole tribe of wild Danakalis could 
manage in a day. 

“When there are atrocities, let’s charge them up to war—not to any particular 
race or nation. In war both sides are guilty. War makes savages of us all. 





The death of the Kellogg Pact was announced in the New York American 
(Hearst) wherein it was stated: “The Emperor of Ethiopia, Haile Selassie, in his 
desperate extremity turned to this country and asked us to see that our co-signatory 
of the Kellogg Pact, Italy, was reminded of her agreement to refrain from war as 
an instrument of national policy. But the United States denied its own child and 
was deaf to the appeal. All that we would think of was to express, with folded 
hands and upraised eyes, our pious hope that Italy would find some pacific means 
for adjusting its controversy with Ethiopia. 

“It was at this point that the Kellogg Pact sank for the third and last time— 
sank to the depths—never to rise again. 

“And with it sinks the whole deluded philosophy of peace and security for 
nations—by SCRAPS OF PAPER.” 


“What Price Ethiopia,” asks the editor of the Christian Science Monitor, who 
declares that, “The entire world will pay for Mussolini’s Ethiopian venture. And 
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the currency of its international idealism, the Kellogg Pact, the League of Natioy 
prestige. The other must be described as the hard cash of economic fact. 

“World bankers meeting in Basel, Switzerland, expressed this belief. 1p 4, 
the interdependence of nations is axiomatic. The strain which an Ethiopiap ,, 
would place on Italy’s finances, as many of these bankers see it, would be gue, 
to seriously affect world recovery.” 







The London Spectator prints the opinion of an anonymous African authority 
that it is quite possible for the Ethiopians to divide the Italian invading army iy 
small sections and destroy them.

of War to take the necessary steps to 
present it to Congress for enactment. 

“Stagnation in Army promotion has 
reached the stage where it is affecting 
the morale of the service. This can 
readily be understood when it is realized 
that officers with fine World War rec- 
ords have not only not been promoted 
for fifteen years above the grade in 
which they were originally commis- 
sioned, but they have no hope, without 
Congressional relief, of future advance- 
ment. 

“I do not understand your statement 
of increased cost incident to the promo- 
tion of officers to field rank, Officers 
who under the terms of the Dill 
will be promoted to higher field rank 
and those who will enter the field grades 
have been drawing the pay of the ranks 
to which promoted, due to the length of 
time they have been stagnated in their 
present grades. No additional cost will 
be incurred in the advancement of these 
officers since pay of the commissioned 
personne] depends not only on rank but 
upon length of service. Your attention 
in this respect is invited to Army pay 
schedules and to the laws upon which 
they are based. Nor do I understand 
your statement that the bill entails an 
increase of $9,000,000 to $12,000,000 in 
the cost of the retired list. The in- 
creased cost incident to  liberalizing 
voluntary retirement will be negligible. 
It is not expected that officers who have 
chosen the military profession as a 
career will voluntarily retire except in 
some instances of World War officers 
who, notwithstanding the promotion pro- 
vided by the bill, have no hope of ob- 
taining high rank in the Army. You are 
undoubtedly aware that voluntary re- 
tirement, except after forty years’ ser- 
vide, is entirely within the discretion of 
the President. 

“The estimated cost of the proposed 
legislation for the fiscal years 1936, 1937, 
and 1988, is $705,000, $620,000, and $505,- 
000 respectively, and is incident to the 
advencement of junior officers who have 
been too long in the junior grades. 


“The higher morale and the increased 
efficiency which will result from the en- 
actment of 8S. 1404 will be well worth 
the moderate cost incident to the bill. 
The enactment thereof will place the 





Army more nearly on par with the Navy 
and Marine Corps, both of which re- 
ceived relief from promotion stagnation 
at the last session of Congress. 


“The interests of national defense will 
be greatly furthered by the passage of 
this bill.

Continuing his controversy with the 
President over the bill, Representative 
Hoeppel again wrote to the White 
House, on July 20, as follows: 


“His Excellency, 

“The President of the United States, 
“Washington, D. ©. 

“Dear Mr. President: 

“T thank you for yours of the 19th in 
which you replied to my protest against 
the Treasury raid which is contemplated 
if S. 1404, the so-called officers’ promo- 
tion bill, is enacted into law. In this 
connection, will you kindly see my letter 
of July 13th wherein I requested a per- 
sonal interview with you on this sub- 
ject? A perusal of your letter indicates 
that you have not been given the com- 
plete facts, nor have you been apprised 
of the total expense involved. 

“In view of the above, I renew my 
request to appear before you personally 
on this subject. At the same time, in 
justice to the General Staff, which has 
apparently bred this bill in its own in- 
terest, I hope that you will have a rep- 
resentative of the War Department pres- 
ent at such interview to refute my 
argument. 

“Tt is my opinion that you wish to 
be fair to the Army, that you also wish 
to save the taxpayers unnecessary ex- 
pense, and that you are anxious to live 
up to our democratic platform obliga- 
tions of 1932 which called for a decrease 
in expenditures of the various depart- 
ments up to 25 per cent. 

“If I cannot present facts, in the pres- 
ence of a War Department representa- 
tive, in proof of my statement that §S. 
1404 is a ‘pork barrel’ measure and ab- 
solutely unjustified at this time, I will 
gladly withdraw my objections: but if 
I can show you that the expense of the 
promotion bill far transcends the half- 
truths which have been given you, I 
hope that you will not appprove of the 
enactment of this bill at this time. 


“Thanking you for your favorable con- 
sideration and hoping that this confer- 








ence may be held before the bill reaches 
the Floor, I am, with best wishes, 


“Sincerely yours, 
“J. H. Hoeppel.” 


Representative Hoeppel also sent a 
multigraphed form letter to every mem- 
ber of the House urging them to support 
his opposition and asking them to read 
his arguments in the Appendix of the 
Congressional Record. 


National Munitions Act 


Almost identical bills “to control the 
trade in arms, ammunition and imple- 
ments of war” have been reported to the 
Senate and the House and are now on 
the calendars of the respective houses 
awaiting legislative action. President 
Roosevelt is understood to have been un- 
willing to label this as “must” legis- 
lation. It is, however, staunchly sup- 
ported in official quarters, including the 
State Department and by the War and 
Navy departments. There are strong 
efforts to have the bill enacted at this 
session. 


It was introduced in the House July 9 
by Representative Sam D. McReynolds, 
Chairman of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, and followed the text of the bill 
introduced at the other end of the Cap- 
itol by Senators Pope, Nye, Bone, George 
and Clark, and reported to the Senate by 
Mr. Pittman, Chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee. The bill had been 
earefully considered in the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, was submitted 
to Secretary of State Hull, who after 
eonferences with representatives of the 
Treasury, War, Navy and Commerce De- 
partments, returned the text with sug- 
gestions for several amendments. Secre- 
tary Hull in transmitting these amend- 
ments to Senator James P. Pope added 
the following: 


“The War Department and the Depart- 
ment of Commerce have expressed their 
approval of the bill with the slight 
amendments indicated. It has my entire 
approval. 

“The President has already expressed 
the hope that Congress may find it possi- 
ble to take favorable action on this bill 
before the end of the present session.” 

The House Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs conducted hearings and the bill, 
with slight amendments of the Senate 
text, was reported favorably July 21 by 
Representative Johnson, of Texas. 











Among those heard by the House Co 
mittee were Brig. Gen. Stanley D.

“Without such legislation as is pr 
posed”, said Representative Johnson's 
port, “this government would be withe 
the means to meet its international 0 
ligations under the Arms Traffic Conver 
tion of 1925, should ‘that convention & 
come effective before the next session ¢ 
Congress.” 

The proposed legislation provides f 
a National Munitions Control Board t 
consist of the Secretaries of State, Tre 
sury, War, Navy, and Commerce. 7 
administrative functions of the Boa 
are vested in the Secretary of State # 
chairman. 

The President is authorized to pm 
claim from time to time a list of artid 
which shall be considered as arms, mul 
tions, and implements of war. 

All persons engaged in the busine 
of manufacturing, exporting, or impo 
ing such articles are required to regis 
with the Secretary of State. 

All persons importing or exportil 
such articles are required to obtain! 
advance a license from the Secretary ° 
State covering each shipment. 

No person acting on behalf of 
United States Government may purchas 
any such articles from any person ¥ 
has not registered with the Secreta! 
of State. 

The War and Navy Departments # 
prohibited from selling arms to forel 
governments.

The Finance Dept. of the Army

ROM the very beginning of the New 

Deal the Finance Department of the 
Army has had a large share in the pro- 
gram of the Admin- 
istration for restor- 
ing business and in- 
dustry to a normal 
basis. ‘Thus, in the 
spring of 1933 an 
Executive Order was 
issued in effect mak- 
ing the Chief of 
Finance of the Army 
the fiscal agent of 
the Administration 
in the matter of dis- 
bursing the vast sum 
authorized for the activities of the then 
newly organized Civilian Conservation 
Corps. The Finance Department was 
selected as such disbursing agency be- 
cause it was realized that the matter of 
making payment for the great quantities 
of supplies of every kind and nature 
needed by that corps, as well as the pay- 
ment of compensation to the hundreds of 
thousands of enrollees themselves and 
the sending to their dependents of allot- 
ment checks running close to a half mil- 
lion in number each month would be a 
gigantic task requiring the use of some 
already existing finance agency of broad 
scope of operation. The Finance De- 
partment was a going concern, with an 
already existing pay-net extending from 
coast to coast under which a skilled 
force of commissioned officers, enlisted 
men and civilians was making payments 
for all the normal functions and activ- 
ities for the Army,—a large matter in 
itself. The Finance Department, there- 
fore, was chosen as the logical agency 
for the additional disbursing mission. 

It must not be forgotten that the 
mobilization of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps exceeded in numbers all the 
American troops that were called to the 
colors in the War with Spain; and this 
corps of civilians was assembled not in 
a few large centers but in small units, 
of companies, widely dispersed all over 
the country. Notwithstanding the diffi- 
culties of administration inherent in 
such a far-flung and scattered organiza- 
tion as the Civilian Conservation Corps 
the Finance Department has handled, 
and is still handling promptly the pay- 
ment problem of this corps. 

The Finance Department has also 
made payments aggregating millions of 
dollars for the Department of Agricul- 
ture in connection with the purchase of 
hogs, wheat, butter and other supplies, 
and has also made disbursements run- 
ning into large figures for other tem- 
porary Government agencies. To give 
some idea of the amount of public funds 
involved in all these disbursement activ- 
ities of the Finance Department, it may 
be stated that, taking as an example 
only the present fiseal year, the Finance 

partment has withdrawn from the 

asury to date in that year more than 

,000,000,000,—an impressive sum under 
any condition. 

All of the extra tasks indicated have 
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been taken over by the Finance Depart- 
ment without confusion and without in- 
terference with the regular orderly dis- 
charge of its Army business; and while 
it has been necessary for the Depart- 
ment to take on extra civilian employees 
in the various disbursing offices operat- 
ing throughout the country, as well as 
a comparatively few reserve officers, yet 
the extra cost of this added force has 
been about 1/3 of 1% of the additional 
disbursements made. Under recent pol- 
icy of the President and appropriations 
made by Congress for the purpose the 
Civilian Conservation Corps is soon to 
be increased from 300,000 to 600,000 en- 
rollees and the Finance Department is 
still to carry on all the functions with 
respect to the increased Civilian Con- 
servation Corps that it has exercised 
heretofore. 

Passing now from a recital of the ex- 
tra tasks that have been performed by 
the Finance Department in furtherance 
of business and industrial recovery it is 
believed that Army personnel will be in- 
terested generally in a statement of some 
of the regular duties performed by the 
Finance Department in connection with 
the Army. As is well known, the Finance 
Department is not a supply bureau, its 
mission relating solely to the payment 
of all Army personnel, as well as of ac- 
counts for Army supplies and munitions. 
Its function relating so directly to per- 
sonnel, therefore, the high command has 
charged the department with the duty 
of keeping the War Department advised 
of conditions affecting the pay rights 
of Army personnel with the view of 
ameliorating as much as possible any 
adverse conditions with respect thereto. 
Chief among recent conditions of hard- 
ship affecting, in a highly adverse and 
discriminatory way, the commissioned 
personnel of the Army, were certain pro- 
visions found in the various so-called 
economy acts enacted at different times 
since June 30, 1932. While these 
economy acts, of course, reduced gen- 
erally the pay of all personnel, civil and 
military, of the Executive Branch of the 
Government in certain flat percentages, 
yet certain provisions of those acts that 
had application only to military person- 
nel worked a very distinct additional 
hardship on commissioned officers, par- 
ticularly those in the junior grades. For 
example, the provision denying advance- 
ment from one pay period to another by 
reason of promotion or length of ser- 
vice and also denying credit for longev- 
ity pay purposes for any service per- 
formed after June 30, 1932, caused junior 
officers to suffer a reduction in pay, ac- 
tual or in immediate contemplation, 
greater than the reduction suffered by 
civil officers receiving annual salaries as 
high as $10,000. This special discrimina- 
tion was not effective so far as general 
officers were concerned nor, in the main, 
with respect to colonels, lieut. colonels 
and many majors, since general officers 
do not receive longevity pay and the col- 
onels, lieut. colonels and majors indi- 
cated had all completed the full period 
of credit authorized by law for longev- 
ity pay and also were in the maximum 
pay period for their respective grades 
at the date of the enactment of the first 
Economy Act. 

A further hardship growing out of the 
general economic depression resulted to 
military personnel under the provisions 
of the Joint Service Pay Act of June 30, 
1922, which required the President to 
fix at the beginning of each fiscal year, 
on a certificate of the Secretary of La- 
bor, the rate per room and per ration 
to be allowed as the basis of rental and 
subsistence allowances of commissioned 
officers and certain other service per- 
sonnel for that fiscal year. Under the 
combination of circumstances and law 
indicated such personnel of the military 
services took a very material loss in the 
allowances mentioned, 
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The Chief of Finance, in his Annual 
Report for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1933, called to the attention of higher 
authorities the special, additional injus- 
tices that had been visited on service 
personnel by the Congress, which body, 
it is believed, did not realize that in 
enacting the hastily drafted Economy 
Act it was working unusual and addi- 
tional hardships on the sole and only 
group of public servants that had had 
practically no increase in pay for almost 
a quarter of a century. Later the 
right of officers to advance into a higher 
pay period after July 1, 1982, by reason 
of promotion or length of service, was 
restored for the Army and the other 
uniformed services by the Congress, in 
1934. The threatened further reduction 
in rental and subsistence allowance, 
however, continued as a very real men- 
ace; and when the Congress convened 
in January, 1935, a draft of proposed 


legislation was submitted to congress 
by the WD, to “freeze” rental and 
subsistence allowances in the maxi- 


mum sums allowed by the act of June 
10, 1922, not only for the Army, but for 
all the other military services, as well. 
This draft of legislation was finally en- 
acted into law. ‘This “freezing” of the 
rental and subsistence allowances at the 
rate of $20.00 per room and 0c per 
ration is the first material constructive 
amendment of the present Joint Service 
pay law that has been effected since the 
enactment of that law on June 10, 1922. 

A still further matter affecting the 
financial interests of Army personnel 
was the question whether, when officers 
of the uniformed services are retired 
from active service and proceed to their 
homes, they are entitled to the trans- 
portation costs incident to the transfer 
of their dependents to such homes. The 
Comptroller General had long held that 
such transportation costs were not pay- 
able from public funds, although in 
many cases sued out in the Court of 
Claims, that Court had allowed the pay- 
ments. Finally in the spring of 1935, 
upon representations made to Congress

by the War Department existing law was 


amended so as expressly to awthorize 
such payment from public funds, for the 
personnel affected in all the uniformed 
service. 

Another innovation of general interest 
to the service that has been instituted 
under the present administration of the 
Kinance Department is the establish- 
ment of a special officers’ course at the 
Finance school in money and property 
responsibility for members of the grad- 
uating class of the U. 8.

This course was e@es- 
tablished in 1933 and is designed to give 
junior ofticers a practical knowledge of 
the duties involving financial responsibil- 
ity such as agent finance, post exchange, 
property, and certifying oflicer, and as 
officer in charge of organization funds.

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President Presents Trophy 

For his solo blind landing, for the 
peeparatory work he has done in con- 
nection with instrument flying over a 
period of fifteen years, and for his subse- 
quent contribution to the advancement 
of aviation in perfecting the instrument 
landing system of the Army Air Corps, 
Capt, Albert F. Hegenberger, AO, was 
awarded the Collier Trophy on Monday 
noon, July 22, at the White House at 
the hands of the President. This trophy 
is given annually for the most outstand- 
ing contribution to the science of avia- 
tion, the value of which has been demon- 
strated in actual flight. 

Captain Hegenberger, one of the best 
versed pilots in the Army Air Corps in 
the art of aerial navigation, has 
rendered distinguished service to his 
branch and to aeronautics in general. 
For the memorable first flight‘over the 
Pacific Ocean from Oakland, Calif., to 
Honolulu, Hawaii, in June, 1927, in an 
Army Transport plane, covering a dis- 
tance of over 2400 miles, when Captain 
Hegenberger shared the piloting of the 
plane with Capt. Lester J. Maitland, and 
also acted as navigator, both officers 
were awarded the Distinguished Flying 
Cross as well as the Mackay Trophy, the 
latter given annually for the most out- 
atanding flight of the year by an Army 
pilot or pilots.

Support Soldiers Home 

A bill, passed by the Senate February 
12 “to proved further for the mainte- 
nance of the United States Soldiers 
Home” by deducting not to exceed 25 
cents each month from the pay of each 
enlisted man and warrant officer on the 
active list of the Regular Army”, has 
been favorably reported to the House. 

This is the amount of deduction pro- 
vided when the Home was founded by 
the Act of March 3, 1851, from a fund 
of $118,000 remaining from money that 
yen. Winfield Scott levied against resi- 


dents of the City of Mexico. That 
amount subsequently was reduced to 
12% cents a month and in 1908 the 


monthly deduction was done away with 
entirely. 

At the time this action was taken it 
seemed that income received from courts- 
martial fines, forfeitures by deserters, 
and the unclaimed estates of deceased 
soldiers would be ample for the support 
of the Home, according to statements in 
a Military Affairs Committee report filed 
by Representative Faddis. He adds that 
that assumption was a mistake and “the 
annual income has steadily declined dur- 
ing the past ten years and now the 
Home, in spite of rigid economies, is de- 
veloping a deficit every year, which is 
covered by withdrawals from the perma- 
nent fund in excess of the credits to that 
fund.” 

Mr. Faddis’ report shows that the total 
income to the permanent fund has de- 
ereased from $478,149.11 in 1930 to $288,- 
061.49 in 1934. Particular efforts to 
economize in expenses have been made, 
resulting in annual savings that have 
ranged from $37.703.18 in 1927 to $128.- 
748.54 in 1933. “It is significant”, adds 
Mr. Faddis, “that these savings have 
been made during years when the pop- 
ulation of the home was at the highest 
figure in the 83 years of its operation.” 
The proposed legislation is intended to 
overcome the decrease in income.

THE TONNAGE RATIO SYSTEM of Naval agreements sighed its last and 
expired with the statement of its relinquishment by the British this week. Actually 
the ratio system was discarded when the Japanese renounced the treaty for the 
very reason that they were through with the 5-5-3. Why, then, should Great 
Britain at this time tell the world that she, too, is through with ratios? Recently 
the British discussed a naval agreement with Germany. Here the basis was 
“percentages” which is merely another word for ratios. Re-introduction of this 
basis of international naval understanding was viewed with misgivings by the 
Japanese. She would not enter another conference with discussions so based. 
It is entirely likely then that Great Britain, desiring to placate the Japanese, 
let it be known that she is throwing the contentious ratio system overboard. It 
is reported that England will issue the call for a naval conference close to the 
expiration of the London pact which runs until December 31, 1936. Some basis 
of “equality ef security” undoubtedly will be brought up if that conference material- 
izes. It is here that the United States must have her best minds and _ best 
professional advice. It is not entirely without the realms of probability that 
the oft-mentioned system of budgetary limitations will be brought up again. 
Fostered by pacifists in this country, budgetary limitations would work untold 
harm to the United States whose cost of shipbuilding runs about 40 per cent 
higher than that of England and even higher than that of Japan—not to speak 
of the better standard of pay and of living for our personnel. Again, too, may 
come the talk of limiting the so-called offensive types, a term generally applied 
by others to the longer range heavy cruisers so vital to our naval defense 
because of eur lack of bases and need for more fuel capacity and greater ship- 
board habitability. Our vessels having to be longer at sea, operating far from 
our continental shores, would have to carry more fuel, more supplies and more 
comforts for the officers and men. The eight-inch gun requirement for our 
heavy cruisers, also frequently termed an offensive requirement, is called for 
by our deficiency in merchant marine vessels. Other nations capable of equipping 
their commercial steamships with six-inch guns would far overshadow us if we 
held to that lower calibre. While it is said that the administration will not 
insist on continuance of tonnage ratios in future conferences, the United States 
will have to tread warily through other grounds of discussion. 





DESPITE THE DELAY in the House’s consideration of the Army Promotion 
bill its ultimate enactment is not doubted in any quarters. General MacArthur 
is giving it the full force of his backing—a force which has not failed the Army 
in any of the projects he has pursued during his tenure as Chief of Staff. 
He has viewed it as a vital necessity to his program of upbuilding the Army. 
The President, too, has repeated his endorsement of the measure. A _ portion of 
one afternoon of Congress’ time will mean enactment. 


WITH THD COMPLETION of the first month of the new fiscal year, service 
pay vouchers next week will include full longevity pay with full credit for service 
performed during the regime of the economy law. Restoration of full base pay 
occurred last April. The Navy Line bill liberalizes the laws governing the 
employment of retired officers, giving them more latitude in the type of work 
they may select to supplement their meager retired pay. There remains, however, 
the fact that active and retired pay schedules have made no material progress 
since 1908 while compensation to civilian officers of the Government has stepped 
forward in leaps and bounds to keep up both with the increased cost of living and 
with the increased standards of living. The long withheld reenlistment bonus 
should be restored and made retroactive. There remains also the unfair provision 
limiting the compensation a retired officer may receive from civilian Government 
employment. This results in denying to the retired officer the full pay for what- 


ever Government post may be offered to him or denying to the Government the 
use of the retired officer’s experience and training. Congress should turn its atten- 
tion to correcting these situations and to an upward revision of the pay schedules, 
commissioned and enlisted, active and retired.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Stresses Military Duties—Maj. Gen. Frank C. Bolles, USA, former commander of 
the Second Division, and now assigned as commanding general of the Seventh 
Corps Area, may be expected to do one important thing for the Corps Area which 
he already accomplished to quite an extent at Ft. Sam Houston and that is to 
eut down special duty details and stress military duties. 

During his tenure at Ft. Sam Houston the number of Second Division soldiers 
on all forms of special duty has been reduced from the normal figure of approxi- 
mately 200 and the high record of 565 to the unprecedented minimum of six 
enlisted men. Two of these six men are detailed as chauffeurs, two are on police 
duty, one is custodian of post swimming pools and the sixth is on duty as a 
gardener. 

Much of the work formerly done by men on specia] duty is now handled by 
the post quartermaster detachment, prisoners,do apart and,other jobs are divided 
among the regi for afternoon fatigue @etails. Civilian life guards have re- 
placed seven soldiers on special duty at post swimming pools, and other tasks 
have been parceled out to men who can do them without interference with their 
reguiar military duties, 

“As result of these arrangements,” says the San Antonio Light, “the regiments 
of the division appear on the drill grounds daily at full strength and military 
training has taken an unchallenged position as the primary duties of the entire 
command.” 











Coast Guard Praised for Unusual Feat—The Secretary of War, Honorable George 
Hi. Dern, has written Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau, expressing the thanks 
of the War Department to the officials of the Coast Guard and the personnel of 
the Coast Guard Plane “Arcturus” for removing a patient from the Army Trans- 
port “Republic” at sea and transporting him 270 miles to Miami, Fla., on June 
24, 1935. 

The patient, Maj. Walter Gullion, AGD, was dangerously ill and his immediate 
removal to a hospital for an operation was imperative. A radiogram was sent 
from the ship to the nearest Coast Guard station. Within a few hours the 
Coast Guard plane was at the ship’s side and the transfer of the patient to the 
hospital was promptly made. In forwarding the report of this occurrence to 
the War Department, the Superintendent of Army ‘Transport Service at New 
York stated this was one of the most unusual feats of seamanship and maneuvering 
by a seaplane of record. 


Merchant Personnel—Both from the standpoint of safety at sea and from 
that of the securing of the best type of personnel for the Merchant Marine Reserve 
of the Navy there is considerable sentiment toward granting to the Maritime 
Authority, provided in the Copeland bill now under consideration in the Senate, 
the control and licensing of personnel as well as the control of material. 

This point is stressed by the Navy League which in its official publication says: 

“It is elemental that the success of a Nation’s merchant fleet, either in per- 
forming its commercial or its contingent military mission, must in large messure 
depend upon the quality and character of the personnel manning its ships. The 
dest of ships, suitable in size, speed and type to its route and trade—and ‘o its 
designed function in the National defense—must lose in the keen competition on 
the sea against equally efficient foreign ships officered by men of superior profes- 
sional qualifications and higher standards of character, commanding more expevi- 
enced and better disciplined crews. 

“The Maritime Authority under the present bill determines, allows and ad- 
ministers subsidies to cover the excess cost of operation over foreign ships. The 
operating cost, in turn, measurably depends upon the efficiency of ship personnel. 
The Navy issues commissions in the Naval Reserve to merchant officers on the 
faith and credit of their license as such. The safety of the ship, passengers and 
crew depends largely upon the personnel. 

“The present qualifying standards for American Merchant officers are far 
below that of the British—our principal competitor on the sea—and while we 
have many Merchant officers who are well qualified, some of whom have main- 
tained the best sea traditions in meeting the emergencies of the sea, the profes- 
sional standards of these efficient officers ar far above the present established 
standards and qualifications demanded for getting an American ‘ticket.’ 

“The contemplated plan of granting to the Maritime Authority the control of 
material and subsidies and leaving the licensing and control of personnel in the 
Bureau of Steamboat Inspection, where it has long been vested—and failed—will 
inevitably prove disastrous. 

“Such a division of authority is neither fair to the Nation nor the Maritime 
Authority, the Navy nor the ship operators. 

“Responsibility for the success of this important National adventure should 
rest squarely upon the Maritime Authority. Divided authority is the father of 
buck-passing, the mother of alibis and the open door to sea disasters.” 


Air Notes—<Aasistant Secretary of War Woodring has announced the award 
of a contract for forty-two basic training airplanes; for spare parts, equivalent 
to three airplanes; and for certain data. The amount of the awards totals 
$559,731.80. 

The price per plane was $12,100.00, making a total of $508,200.00 for the 
42 airplanes. The cost of the spare parts was $36,300.00 and that of the data 
| $15,231.80. 

The plane is single engined with a maximum speed of 175 miles per hour, and 
| with a service ceiling of 20,000 feet. It has complete radio installation, but no 
armament. It has a gross weight of 4150 pounds, of which approximately 1150 
ts its useful load, including pilot and student. 


USMA Cadets to Visit—Two hundred and seventy-seven strong, the United States 
Military Cadets will arrive in Savannah harbor at 6:15 on the afternoon of 
July 30, where they will spend the night aboard the army transport Chateau- 
Thiery, and after eating breakfast aboard ship, will disembark for their trip by 
— — to the Infantry School where they will undergo a period ef summer 
training. 

According to the schedule, the last section of the convoy is due to arrive 
at Fort Benning, not later than 7 P. M., July 31, after having completed the 
264 mile overland trip from Savannah. Upon arriving at the Infantry School, the 
cadets will be taken to the barracks occupied by the Infantry School Detachment, 
one of the most modern and up to the minute barracks perhaps within the 
entire army. There they will be quartered during their stay of about two weeks, 
the entire fourth floor being turned over to them and arranged for their comfort. 
Parts of the first and third floors also have been conditioned for their comfort 
to avoid overcrowding. 

Leaving the Infantry School on August 12, the cadets will go by train to

Fort Monroe, Virginia, where they will stay a short while to study the activities 
of the coast artillery, whose school is located at that post. Following their 
departure from the Virginia army post they will again board the transport for 
the final leg of the journey, reaching the United States Military Academy at West 
Point, N. Y., on August 18. 


Pursuit Planes Tested at High Altitudes—Maj. C. V. Haynes, AC, recently cop. 
ducted test flights at Langley Fid., Va., on P-6D and P-12K airplanes. In testing 
the turbine supercharger, the P-6D reached an altitude of 34,000 feet with the 
propeller set at 21.5° pitch. At that altitude the gas consumption was betweep 
40 and 50 gallons per hour and, incidentally, the weather temperature was 50° 
below zero, The best rate of climb was between 15,000 and 20,000 feet. The 
peak in air speed was found to be at 22,000 feet, with a maximum of 218 miles 
per hour. 

The P-12K, equipped with a ten to one blower, reached 26,500 feet. In combat 
against the P-6D, it demonstrated superiority in maneuverability up to 15,000 feet, 
Above this altitude, the P-6D was superior. In combat with the P-12E, P-GE and 
P-26, the P-12K proved itself to be. superior at any altitude. 

In acrobatic flying, the P-12K is almost perfect. The motor will not cut 
out in any position, and the elimination of a carburetor enables the motor to 
clean itself of small quantities of water in the gasoline. Although its ful] 
throttle air speed is a little more than that of the P-12E, the increased rate of 
acceleration is astonishing. 

One chief difficulty encountered with the P-12K has been the inability to keep 
the air and gasoline controls properly adjusted. And the discharge nozzle screeng 
have given some trouble by fouling easily. But its advocates call it a real motor, 
pointing to the one that has just topped 288 hours without overhaul. 


Reserves to Attend Maneuvers—Maj. Gen. Dennis Nolan, commanding the Second 
Corps Area, has notified the Third Corps Area that a limited number of reserve 
officers may attend the Pine Camp maneuvers in August. They will have to pay 
their own expenses. They will be taken into the field to witness actual troop 
movements, which will be the largest peace time ones ever held in this country. 

Applications must be in not later than July 30. Seiected officers will be 
authorized to report at Pine Camp, August 20. Seven inactive duty credit hours 
per day are authorized. 


Veto Policy Continues—Presideat Roosevelt’s policy of vetoing private bills which 
he believes to be discriminatory against other individuals for whom special legis- 
lation is not enacted, continued this week when he notified the House of Repre- 
sentatives that he did not approve a bill to give a special pension rate to a 
reserve officer injured in an air accident. 

“I am returning herewith,” the President wrote, “without approval, H. R. 
2566, entitled ‘An act for the relief of Percy C. Wright.’ 

“This bill would authorize and direct the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs 
to place on the pension rolls at the rate of $100 per month a Reserve officer of the 
Army who was injured in an airplane accident while on active duty. I am in- 
formed by the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs that this officer now receives the 
same amount of pension that is paid to other veterans who have been similarly 
injured; namely, $45 per month. It would therefore be unjustly discriminatory 
to provide a higher pension in this instance than is paid to other veterans in 
this same category. 

“The records show that in ‘addition to the payment of pension at the rate 
of $45 per month for permanent and total disability, insurance benefits have been 
awarded on account of permanent and total disability at the rate of $55.57 per 
month from August 25, 1930.”

Merchant Marine School 


During the hearings on the Copeland 
Merchant Marine Bill, Lt. Col. Fred B. 
Ryons, ORC, representing the Military 
Order of the World War, urged the 
Senate Commerce Committee to place 
the academies for the training of mer- 
chant marine personnel under the Navy 
Department instead of under the Com- 
merce Department. 

Excerpts from the testimony follow: 

Lieutenant Colonel Ryons. “Now, re- 
ferring for the Academy. We feel that 
this is a step in the right direction: 
that it should include the training of 
officer personnel; that the entire matter 
should he under the Navy Department 
and should be coordinated with the 
development of a Naval Reserve.” 

The CHARMAN. “Why do you say that 
that particular service should be under 
the Navy Department rather than under 
the Secretary of Commerce?” 

Lieutenant Colonel Ryons. “I consider 
it from the point of view of national 
defense. In looking at it from that 
point of view, it certainly would be 
better under the Navy Department than 
it would be under the Department of 
Commerce.” 

The CHAIRMAN. “Well, let us not con- 
sider it from the national defense 


standpoint, just consider it as of peace 
time.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Ryons. “Consider- 
ing it from the peace-time stand-point, 
I think it would be immaterial, either 
Department would handle it equally 
well. 


Possibly the Navy Department on 





account of its experience in training 
personnel might handle it in the begin- 
ning better than the Department of Com- 
merce.” 

The CHAIRMAN. “We had two thoughts 
in the committee, one in regard to put- 
ting it under the Navy Department, and 
one in regard to putting it under Com- 
merce, But our last thought was that 
it is a different sort of training which 
is required for the Merchant Marine than

that which is required for the Navy. 

Lieutenant Colonel Ryons. “We, in 
looking at it from the naval standpoint, 
feel this way: We have a large number 
of ships, built and being built. Many 
of them are in what is known as the 
‘rotating reserve.’ Our personnel to man 
these ships in the case of an emergency 
is not immediately available in the 
Navy. That is why we are anxious to 
develop a Naval Reserve which will be 
available to man those ships in case of 
an emergency, and it is for that pur- 
pose that we feel it should be either 
under the Navy or under some agency 
which will be ready to cooperate with 
the Navy.” 


National Guard Notes 

Las Cruces, N. Mex.—On June 23, 
1935, the One Hundred Twentieth En- 
gineers, New Mexico and Oklahoma Na- 
tional Guard, completed the first com- 
bined field training camp in the history 
of the organization. The regiment is 
split between the two states. The regi- 
mental headquarters, headquarters and 
service company, band, and the Second 
Battalion are part of the New Mexico 
National Guard, while the First Bat- 
talion is located in Oklahoma. Each of 
the companies is located in a different 
town. The regiment comprises the com- 
bat engineers assigned to the Forty Fifth 
Division. 

This year, authority was granted for 
the First Battalion to travel to New 
Mexico to join the remainder of the 
regiment in camp at Las Vegas. The 
movement was made by truck. For this 
purpose, a convoy of twenty-six new one 
and one half ton trucks and three sta- 
tion wagons was assembled at Oklahoma 
City and the entire command, two hun- 
dred and seventeen officers and men, 
was transported in two days four hun- 
dred and ninety-eight miles to camp 
with entire success. Upon the return 
trip the movement was also entirely suc- 
cessful. The entire journey of about 
one thousand miles was made very 
easily in four days, without loss or ser- 
ious injury to a single man or vehicle. 
Including the journey to and from Ok- 
lahoma City, Company “B” of the regi- 
ment had to travel fifteen hundred miles 
by truck, which was accomplished in 
six days. 

The camp was held at a beautiful site 
on the eastern flank of the Sangre de 
Yristo Mountains at an elevation of 
nearly 7000 feet, overlooking the plains 
of eastern New Mexico. The climate 
was exceptionally fine. The training 
camp was very successful. A feature 
was a three-day maneuver stressing the 
work of engineers, which was performed 
under simulated field conditions through- 
out. 

Other outstanding features of the 
camp were the opportunity to gain mu- 
tual acquaintance between the various 
parts of the regiment to a degree never 
before possible, and the excellent quality 
of engineer training secured. Both of 
these features were of great value in 
promoting the efficiency of this excellent 
regiment.

Air Corps Program 

The special Subcommittee of House 
Military Affairs, headed by Representa- 
tive Rogers of New Hampshire, to ar- 
range an appropriation of $40,000,000 
for the immediate purchase of additional 
Army air planes has been to see Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and busied itself with 
other efforts looking to an amendment 
in the Senate on the General Deficiency 
bill.

CCC Activities 

War Department Regulations (Relief 
of Unemployment, Civilian Conservation 
Corps, May 15, 1935) have been changed 
as follows: 

“31. Records and reports.—a. The fol- 
lowing records will be kept: * * * (4) 
Oficial Report of Injury to Member of 
Civilian Conservation Corps (Form CA 
2-C).—In order to protect the rights of 
members of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps accruing under the Federal Em- 
ployees’ Compensation Act of September 
7, 1916, as amended by the Emergency 
Appropriation Act of June 19, 1934, com- 
manding officers of Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps companies will be responsible 
for the completion and _ forwarding 
through the district commander to the 
United States Employees’ Compensation 
Commission, Washington, D. C., Form 
CA 2-C, in the case of every member 
of the Civilian Conservation Corps who 
dies from any cause or who suffers a 
traumatic injury which results in a dis- 
ability for work lasting 15 days or more, 
or which may result in a permanent 
partial or total disability. The term 
“traumatic injury”, as used _ herein, 
means only injury by accident causing 
damage or harm to the physical struc- 
ture of the body and does not include 
disease in any form except as it shall 
naturally result from the injury. Each 
camp will be furnished a copy of the 
Regulations of United States Employees’ 
Compensation Commission (Form CA- 
22) and a supply of Form CA 2). See 
paragraph 96.”

More than 46,000 Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps enrollees are now actively 
engaged in the national campaign 
against soil erosion, it was announced 
today at the office of Robert Fechner, 
Director of Emergency Conservation 
Work. This figure represents the en- 
rolled strength of the 230 erosion con- 
trol camps now in operation in thirty 
states. 

When the expansion program of the 
CCC is completed, a total of 112,000 men 
and 542 camps will be engaged in ero- 
sion control work under the direction of 
the Soil Conservation Service. 

Under the new allocation, nineteen 
states, mostly in the South and Central 
West, will receive additional camps. 
These will be distributed over farming 
regions where the soil has been im- 
poverished through water and wind ero- 
sion.

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Care of Civilian Components 

The War Department has requested 
the House to enact a bill, the draft of 
which Assistant Secretary Woodring has 
submitted, to “provide for the care and 
treatment of members of the National 
Guard, Organized Reserves, Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps and Citizens Mili- 
tary Training Camps, who are injured 
or contract diseases while engaged in 
military training.” The legislation is 
suggested as an amendment to the Act 
of March 4, 1923, and in several particu- 
lars would make that act “more effec- 
tive.” 

One feature of the proposed law would 
be the extension of the 1923 statute to 
a few officers of the National Guard of 
the United States, “who in time of peace 
may be ordered to active duty.” The 
period of pay and allowances in connec- 
tion with “necessary hospitalization” is 
modified so as to be “for a period not 
to exceed six months after expiration of 
the period for which a person is ordered 
to active duty.” Another extension of 
the Act of 1923 applies to those who 
eontract diseases in the Reserve Officers’ 
Trianing Corps. “While the pay is only 
$21 a month” Assistant Secretary Wood- 
ring wrote to Speaker Byrne, “and while 
very few are retained in hospitals after 
the camp period, this pay is important 
to them, for a large percentage of them 
must look to the summer period to earn 
at least a portion of their college ex- 
penses.”’ 

The letter also emphasizes that the 
present allowance of $100 for interment 
expenses is inadequate in some instances, 
citing cases of airplane pilots killed in 
isolated places. The proposed law pro- 
vides that in these cases a more liberal 
allowance be authorized. 


Air Corps Technical School 


A prolonged pause in the vigorous 
struggle before Senate and House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committees over proposed 
removal of the Air Corps Technical 
School from Chanute Field, IIL, is punc- 
tuated by demands that Representative 
Dobbins and other champions come for- 
ward with promised testimony so that 
the case may be closed. It is charged 
that opponents of removal of the school 
to Denver are resorting to delays which 
will prevent Congress from reaching a 
decision at this session. 

Those who should know something 
about the status of the contest say there 
is apparently no doubt that the report 
of the Special War Department will be 
followed and that, sooner or later, 
appropriations will be forthcoming for 
establishment of the school at Denver. 
It is believed the War Department can 
make up a good case for an allotment 
from the Work-Relief Fund for construc- 
tion of the new buildings at Denver, 
once the proceedings before the two 
Military Affairs Committees have 
reached a stage that will furnish the 
President a valid argument for institut- 
ing the change. 

May Go To Philippines 

The following appeared in the Wash- 
ington Times July 26: 

“General Douglas MacArthur, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, may be asked to be- 
come military adviser to the President 
of the Commonwealth Government of the 
Philippine Islands, according to reports 
current in the Capital. 

“The reports appeared to be based on 
the forthcoming election of a Filipino 
president in September. It is considered 
certain that Manuel Quezon will be 
elected President and it was pointed that 
Mr. Quezon and General MacArthur 
have been close friends for many years.” 

No comment was made at the War 
Department. 


Works Program Allotments 


The Division of Applications and In- 
formation announced this week that the 
President has approved an allotment of 
$20,712 requested by the Quartermaster 
Corps of the War Department for four 
projects in Utah, Vermont and Virginia. 

The allocations included the following: 

UTAH—For repairs to buildings and 
utilities and grading drill field at the 








National Guard Camp at Camp W. G. 
Williams, $8,391. 

VERMONT For improvements to 
water system at National Guard Camp 
at Ft. Ethan Allen, $3,761; for grading 
and repairs to buildings and utilities at 
National Guard Camp at Vermont State 
Camp, $2,700, 

VIRGINIA—Virginia Beach — Recon- 
struction of buildings and improvements 
at National Guard Camp, $5,860. 

The Division also announced that the 
President has approved allotments to 
finaice improvement, repair, recondition- 
ing and construction of projects at Army 
Posts, $2,481,648. 

The Committee also recommended for 
approval two Army Post projects to be 
supervised by the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral of the Army. The projects call for 
the reconstruction of buildings at Fort 
Snelling, St. Paul, Minn., at a cost of 
$60,000 and for reconstruction of build- 
ings, improvements to roads, railroad 
tracks and reservation fence at the 
Quartermaster Depot, Chicago, IIL, at a 
cost of $88,374. 

The Committee also recommended for 
approval the allocation of $140,000 for 
administrative expense for the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks of the Navy De- 
partment. 

The Navy Department’s applications 
for $69,000 for reconditioning the sewage 
disposal plant at the Naval Training 
Station, Great Lakes, Ill., and recondi- 
tioning buildings and accessories at the 














ommended for approval. The estimated 
cost of the Great Lakes’ project is $40,- 
000 and the Massachusetts project is 
$29,000. 


Coast Guard Bill 


With likelihood of any consideration 
of the Coast Guard selection bill by Con- 
gress at this session fast fading, senti- 
ment in the service continues to mount 
against the measure. In view of the op- 
position its consideration at the next ses- 
sion will be marked by vigorous opposi- 
tion from all grades of the service. 

Expressions of opinion received from 
Coast Guard officers by the ARMy AND 
NAVY JouRNAL show that a great pre- 
ponderence are in favor of retaining the 
present promotion system. Of 185 ex- 
pressions, 147 favor the present system, 
only six favor the proposed selection bill, 
while 32 would like to see some changes 
other than those in S. 2905. 

Excerpts from some of the expressions 
of opinion received by the Journat fol- 
low: 

“I favor some promotion system 
whereby: Deadwood is eliminated 
wherever found: Competent officers are 
retained; Security is preserved for all 
who have given their professionally 
formative years to the Government; 
Reasonable flow of promotion is main- 
tained; Politics are eliminated; and Se- 
lection (if provided) is not subject to 
vote by a civilian.’’—Lieut.
